Meeting  called  to  order  and  the  Warrant  read  by  the  Moderator, 
Arthur  Powell,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Check  list  posted 
and  the  polls  were  opened  for  balloting. 

Meeting  again  called  to  order  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  business  called  for  in  the  Warrant, 
which  was  again  read. 

Article  of  ruling  by  the  Chair  —  that  no  motion  to  pass  over 
any  article  contained  in  the  Warrant  would  be  accepted  at  this 
meeting.

Article  No.  3.  Motion  by  J.  Gardiner  Mills  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $2,000.00  for  General  Highway  Expense  was  accorded 
acceptance. 

Article  No.  4.  $5,000.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  for 
Summer  Maintenance  on  motion  by  Eli  N.  Noyes,  to  be  divided 
as  follows: — $2,000.00  for  New  Construction,  the  balance  to  be 
used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen  and  Road  Agent. 

Article  No.  5.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$6,5000.00  for  Winter  Maintenance  after  motion  by  Ernest 
Maxfield  for  the  same. 

Article  No.  6.  On  motion  by  Eli  N.  Noyes  a  sum  of  $802.18 
was  raised  and  appropriated  to  match  a  sum  of  $5,347.89  from 
the  State,  to  be  used  on  Class  V  Highways. 

Article  No.  7.  $100.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  for  White 
Pine  Blister  Rust  Control  on  motion  of  J.  Gardiner  Mills. 

The  Clerk  at  this  time  asked  that  all  motions  placed  be  in  writing  and 
handed  to  him  for  correct  wording  of  the  Records. 
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Article  No.  8.  The  sum  of  $5,008.31  (1961  Motor  Vehicle  Fees) 
was  appropriated  for  tar  on  Class  V  and/or  TRA  Roads  after 
motion  was  placed  by  Ernest  Maxfield. 

Article  No.  9.  Motion  by  Jane  Grant  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$3,700.00  for  Town  Poor,  Dependent  Soldiers  and  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance was  so  voted.  This  money  to  be  divided  in  a  like  sequence 
of  $2,000.00,  $500.00  and  $1,200.00. 

Article  No.  10.  On  motion  of  J.  Gardiner  Mills  it  was  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15.00  for  Memorial  Day  and 
that  this  sum  be  turned  over  to  Sidney  Flanders,  representing 
the  American  Legion,  for  use  in  observance  of  the  Day. 

Article  No.  11.  $500.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  the  Library  after  motion  for  same  was  placed  by 
Ruth  Benoit. 

Article  No.  12,  The  House  raised  and  appropriated  $475.00  for 
the  care  of  the  Cemeteries  on  motion  by  J.  Gardiner  Mills.  Dis- 
tribution as  follows:— Center— $200.00;  North— UOO. 00;  East— 
$75.00  with  $100.00  for  General  Care. 

Article  No.  13.  No  money  was  raised  for  the  Concord  Hospital 
on  motion  of  Ernest  Maxfield. 

Article  No.  14.  It  was  voted,  after  motion  by  Ernest  Maxfield, 
to  pay  the  Tax  Collector  one-half  of  one  percent  on  taxes  on  net 
collections,  less  discounts  and  abatements. 

Article  No.  15.  Motion  by  Eli  N.  Noyes  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $1,000.00  and  place  same  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
Town  Equipment  was  accorded  acceptance. 

Article  No.  16.  J.  Gardiner  Mills'  motion  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $250.00  for  care  of  six  street  Ughts  around  the  Common 
was  passed. 

Article  No.  17.  John  Ballam  moved  to  accept  the  article  as 
written  and  $900.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  by  the  House. 
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Article  No.  18.  John  Ballam's  motion  to  accept  this  article 
was  defeated. 

Article  No.  19.  Motion  by  Ona  Martel  that  the  Town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  repair  the  exterior 
of  the  Town  Hall  including  the  roof,  and  that  any  unexpected 
sum  at  the  end  of  the  year  be  placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  to  apply 
to  future  costs  of  repairs  to  the  exterior  of  the  Town  Hall  was 
passed. 

Article  No.  20.  Motion  by  Richard  Hammond  not  to  use  salt 
on  Town  Roads  was  amended  by  an  offering  by  Ernest  Maxfield 
that  the  Town  not  use  more  salt  than  necessary.  This  amendment 
was  passed  88  -  19.  The  original  motion  was  then  reconsidered 
and  Richard  Hammond  reworded  as  follows : — That  the  Town  not 
use  any  more  salt  than  necessary  to  provide  reasonable  safety 
on  the  Highways  of  the  Town.  This  motion  was  then  passed. 

Article  No.  21.  Motion  by  Ruth  Benoit  calling  for  discontinuing 
plowing  of  private  driveways  was  withdrawn  and  a  motion  placed 
by  Marion  Zeller  that  the  Selectmen  charge  from  $25.00  to  $50.00 
per  year  -  the  charge  to  be  left  to  their  discretion  depending  upon 
the  amount  of  work  involved  in  the  plowing.  This  was  amended 
by  Eh  N.  Noyes  that  the  payment  be  made  at  the  first  of  the 
contract  year.  Both  amendment  and  main  motion  passed.  It  was 
also  suggested  by  Ernest  Maxfield  to  notify  the  Selectmen  of  a 
person's  desire  to  have  plowing  service. 

Article  No.  22.  It  was  voted  to  have  a  recording  meter  placed 
on  the  Town  Water  Service  Pump  for  a  suitable  length  of  time  by 
the  Public  Service  Company  to  obtain  an  estim^ate  of  the  amount 
of  electricity  used  and  \  hat  the  monthly  cost  of  this  electricity  used 
be  taken  from  water  rents  received,  on  motion  by  Ralph  Walker. 

Article  No.  23.  John  Ballam's  motion  not  to  accept  any  new 
road  or  street,  unless  it  is  laid  out  at  least  24  feet  in  width,  a 
twelve  inch  gravel  base  and  suitable  surface  for  tarring  was 
accepted. 

Due  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  it  was  moved  by  Richard  Grant 
that  this  meeting  be  recessed  till  Saturday,  Mar.  17th  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 
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Meeting  again  called  to  order  Saturday,  Mar.  17th  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  morning. 

Article  No.  24.  Motion  was  placed  by  Richard  Grant  to  accept 
this  article  and  a  general  explanation  followed: 

Amendment  by  D.  B.  Montgomery  that  Sections  1  -  33  be 
stricken  from  this  original  motion  and  that  the  three  following 
section^  be  substituted: — 

1.  It  shall  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  building  permit  from  a 
designated  Office  of  the  Town  {Selectmen  or  Town  Clerk) 
before  erecting  a  new  building  or  altering,  adding  to  or 
moving  an  existing  one.  No  fee  shall  be  charged  for  issu- 
ance but  a  charge  of  twenty -five  cents  shall  be  made  to 
cover  cost  of  printing  and  shall  be  payable  to  the  Town. 

2.  No  building  shall  be  covered  or  roofed  with  roofing  paper 
or  sheet  metal  except  as  a  temporary  measure  or  as  a 
necessary  expedient.  Corrugated  sheet  metal  roofs  on 
farm  buildings  and  all  metal  buildings  not  used  as  resi- 
dences, such  as  Butler  Buildings,  to  be  excepted. 

3.  Violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  in  accordance 
with  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  appro- 
priate thereto. 

A  general  explanation  followed.  Motion  was  asked  by  John 
Ballam  calling  for  a  secret  ballot.  This  amendment  was  defeated 
67  -  58.  It  was  then  pointed  out  by  J.  Gardiner  Mills  that  Sections 
8-9-13  were  zoning  regulations,  and  that  24  -  25  were  land 
control  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  Building  Ordinance. 

Amendment  was  then  placed  by  Charles  Williamson  caUing  to 
exclude  Sections  8,  9,  13,  19,  22,  23,  24  and  25. 

Amendment  to  this  amendment  by  Richard  Hammond  to  add 
Section  26  and  delete  22  from  Mr.  Williamson's  amendment. 
Polhng  of  the  House,  caUed  for  by  Robert  Marshall,  resulted  in  a 
52-37  passage  of  the  amendment  to  the  amendment.  The  amend- 
ment then  met  with  success  by  a  vote  of  74-19.  The  original  motion 
was  then  placed  and  defeated  by  a  vote  of  71-53. 
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Article  No.  25.  Motion  by  Lyman  Nutt  that  the  Town  accept 
the  building  obtained  through  Civil  Defense  and  to  purchase  and/or 
accept  a  tract  of  land  after  it  has  been  approved  jointly  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Fire  Department 
as  a  site  for  location  of  the  New  Fire  House  passed. 

Article  No.  26.  Robert  Baker  placed  a  successful  motion  that 
the  Town  authorize  withdrawal  of  the  monies  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  a  new  Fire  House  as  required  for  erection  of  the 
Butler  Building,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00, 
the  same  to  be  used  for  the  procurement  of  land  and  erection  of 
Butler  Building  for  joint  occupancy  of  the  Fire  Department, 
Civil  Defense  and  the  Police  Department,  with  any  unexpended 
balance  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  House  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  No.  27.  Constance  Casella's  motion  for  the  Town  to 
appropriate  from  this  year's  surplus  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  an 
alarm  system  with  any  unexpected  balance  to  be  set  aside  in  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  this  purpose  was  passed. 

Article  No.  28.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  Civil  Defense  on  motion  of  Fred  Mills  Jr. 

Article  No.  29.  On  motion  by  Richard  Hammond  it  was  voted 
to  sell  Town-owned  Lots  #155,  245  and  part  of  158  to  the  Town 
Forest  Committee  for  the  sum  of  $480.00. 

Article  No.  30.  It  was  voted  to  accept  Trust  Funds  from  Herbert 
and  Myrtle  Marshall  on  motion  placed  by  John  Swindlehurst. 

Article  No.  31.  $250.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  for  re- 
mapping the  Town  to  show  new  road  locations,  approximate  house 
positions,  potential  development  areas  and  that  this  map  be  en- 
larged to  a  size  of  at  least  36"  by  44"  and  any  unused  portion  of 
this  money  be  used  to  make  accurate  records  of  real  estate  trans- 
fers within  the  Town  on  motion  of  Charles  Williamson. 

Article  No.  32.  Ralph  Walker's  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $118.75  for  Merrimack  Valley  Region  Association  was 
defeated  58-1. 
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Article  No.  33.  It  was  moved  by  Eli  N.  Noyes  and  passed  by  the 
House  that  1K%  discount  be  allowed  on  all  property  taxes  if 
paid  within  two  weeks  of  the  mailing  of  the  bills. 

Article  No.  34.  No  money  was  raised  on  motion  by  Robert  Baker. 

Article  No.  35.  The  House  voted  that  the  Town  be  allowed  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  on  motion  by  Ralph  C. 
Walker. 

Article  No.  36.  The  Town  voted  against  a  State  Audit  on 
motion  by  Ona  Martel. 

Article  No.  37.  It  was  moved  by  Joseph  Iriana  to  have  a  report 
in  the  near  future  on  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Board  relating  to 
another  Town  Well.  It  was  recommended  by  Richard  Hammond 
to  have  the  Planning  Board  acquainted  with  their  duties.  It  was 
moved  by  Constance  Casella  that  Town  History  Funds  be  placed 
in  a  Savings  Bank  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  and  passed.  Reports 
were  accepted  on  Motion  by  J.  Gardiner  Mills. 

Article  No.  38.  Motion  by  Charles  Williamson  that  the  Planning 
Board  with  the  assistance  of  other  Town  Officials  and  Depart- 
ments put  in  writing  in  the  1962  Town  Report,  suggestive  plans 
for  the  betterment  of  the  Town  and  wherever  possible  use  the  New 
Town  Map  as  a  reference  -  that  these  suggestive  plans  be  pub- 
lished by  January  10,  1963,  was  passed. 


Motion  by  Joseph  Iriana  to  take  under  consideration  by  the 
Town  Selectmen  and/or  the  School  Board  or  both  in  conjunction 
with  one  another  to  study  the  possibility  of  expanding  the  existing 
school  space  by  the  removal  of  the  Town  Shed  and  present  Fire 
House  to  make  room  for  future  school  expansion  was  passed. 

Suggestion  by  D.  B.  Montgomery  that  Town  Forest  Lands 
be  taxed  on  the  same  basis  as  all  other  lots  in  the  Town. 


Meeting  adjourned  at  twenty  minutes  after  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.

1 —  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected  or  moved  to  a  new 
location,  and  no  existing  structure  shall  be  altered  or  re- 
paired to  an  extent  affecting  more  than  30%  of  the  total 
area  of  the  original  building  or  structure,  without  first  ob- 
taining a  permit  duly  granted  by  the  administrative  author- 
ity. This  administrative  body  being  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  a  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  made  for  the 
permit,  to  cover  the  cost  of  printing. 

2 —  The  erection  of  Quonset  huts  or  similar  structures  for 
residential  purposes  shall  not  be  permitted. 

3 —  Foundations  shall  be  of  non-rotting  material  except  for 
farm  buildings  not  used  as  residences. 

4 —  Buildings  must  be  framed  according  to  good  building 
practices,  and  no  buildings  used  for  residences  or  connecting 
buildings  shall  have  outside  walls  or  roofs  finished  with  tar 
paper,  building  paper,  or  similar  materials. 

5 —  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick,  cinder 
blocks,  or  cement  to  the  ground  and  shall  be  flue  tile  lined, 
and  shall  have  a  clean  out  door  at  the  base.  There  shall  be  a 
one  inch  clear  space  on  all  sides  and  shall  not  be  used  for 
support  of  any  beams  or  timbers.  No  stove  pipe  shall  pass 
through  or  be  next  to  any  combustable  material  without  at 
least  five  inches  of  air  space  on  non-combu stable  material. 
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6 —  All  connections  or  splices  of  electrical  wiring  in  buildings 
shall  be  properly  taped  or  covered  by  proper  electrical  boxes. 

7 —  Violations  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  enforced  in  accordance 
with  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  appropriate 
thereto. 

29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  plowing  of 
private  driveways. 

30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
to  have  a  revaluation  of  the  Town  on  a  one  hundred  percent  basis. 
This  to  be  done  by  a  recognized  firm  of  appraisers. 

31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  on  all  taxes 
paid  on  or  before  the  first  of  July. 

32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $132.00  for  Fu-e  Hose  and  Water  Holes. 

33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Ac- 
counting and  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  such  an  audit. 

35.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  and 
other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

36.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

1962  was  a  very  busy  year,  very  rewarding  in  certain  aspects 
and  very  aggravating  in  others.  We  responded  to  27  emergency 
calls,  with  total  damage  held  to  $1,500. 

3  for  resuscitator  14  brush  fires 

3  chimney  fires  4  calls  to  town  dump 

2  fires  in  trees  caused  by  elect,  lines       1  car  fire 

Three  of  the  brush  fires  were  out  of  town  and  we  were  very 
pleased  to  respond  after  having  requested  their  assistance  numer- 
ous times  in  the  past.  One  call  was  to  Bow,  one  to  Concord,  and  one 
for  Manchester.  We  also  called  Row  to  assist  us  at  John  Ballam's 
and  Concord  to  assist  us  at  Howard  Aberg's. 

Other  items  we  worked  on  were  chicken  barbecue,  June  24; 
bean  supper,  December  8;  two  training  classes  by  Dr.  Brooks  for 
resuscitator ;  rebuilding  of  pump  for  brush  truck ;  bulldozing  on  new 
fire  house  site  with  bulldozer  loaned  by  Chadwick  RaRoss,  Inc.,  of 
Concord,  etc.  Roger  DesRochers  of  Manchester  brought  his  Gra- 
dall  to  the  new  site  and  did  a  very  fine  job  of  excavating  at  no  cost 
to  the  town.  The  Fire  Eagle  pump  was  overhauled  by  Maurice 
Hodgman. 

A  great  deal  of  effort  and  research  has  gone  into  the  plans  for 
the  new  fire  station.  We  hoped  to  get  started  last  fall.  However,  as 
it  developed,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  wait  until  spring  to 
eliminate  the  possibility  of  frost  damage  to  the  new  foundation  if 
we  shouldn't  get  it  back-filled  immediately.  The  Fire  Department 
voted  to  donate  $600  from  its  treasury  to  assist  in  the  erection  of 
the  new  station. 

At  this  time  I  should  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  every- 
one for  the  very  fine  support  we  received  this  past  year.  This  in- 
cludes assistance  in  making  our  money-raising  projects  the  success 
they  were  all  the  way  to  assistance  at  fires  and  other  emergencies.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  of  1962  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Various  complaints  have  been  received  including  stray  dogs, 
damage  by  dogs,  suspicious  persons,  cars  parked  on  the  highway, 
stolen  and  abandoned  cars,  etc.,  and  reports  of  accidents.  These 
complaints  have  been  investigated  and  proper  action  taken. 

There  have  been  more  accidents  than  in  the  past  year,  slippery 
roads  being  responsible  for  some,  while  unreasonable  speed,  in- 
attention, and  operating  after  drinking  caused  others.  Three 
operators  were  convicted  of  operating  under  the  influence  of 
liquor.  As  in  1961,  no  fatal  accidents  have  occurred  in  town. 

Again  this  year  there  have  been  fewer  cases  of  breaking  and 
entering  or  larceny  of  property,  and  less  dam>age  to  property  has 
been  reported.  The  department  feels  that  this  is  due,  in  part,  to 
patrol  of  the  roads  and  checking  of  unoccupied  houses  and  cottages. 

More  use  of  the  Speed  Timer  purchased  by  the  town  in  1961 
was  made  during  the  past  year  and  the  consensus  is  that  it  has  been 
very  effective  in  the  control  of  speed  on  our  highways.  The  Citizens 
Band  Radio  purchased  by  the  town  this  year  has  proved  helpful  to 
the  Police  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Speed  Timer.  There 
has  been  a  noticeable  decline  in  the  number  of  vehicles  operated  at 
excessive  speed.  During  the  summer  months,  1,852  vehicles  were 
checked  by  the  timer  in  addition  to  numerous  occasions  when  no 
record  of  the  number  of  cars  checked  was  kept.  Twelve  respondents 
appeared  in  Municipal  Court  for  traffic  violations  with  nine  con- 
victions. One  case  was  appealed  to  Superior  Court  and  is  still 
pending.  Several  operators,  mostly  out-of-state  motorists,  paid 
fines  through  attorney  forms. 

During  the  coming  year  the  Department  will  be  happy  to 
comply  with  any  request  for  use  of  the  Speed  Timer  in  any  section 
of  town.  Anyone  needing  assistance  in  investigation  of  damage  to 
property,  larceny,  etc,  is  urged  to  contact  the  Department  im- 
mediately since  results  are  more  readily  obtainable  if  the  investi- 
gation can  be  made  without  delay. 

The  Department,  in  closing,  wishes  to  thank  all  who  were  of 
assistance  in  the  past  year  and  hopes  for  your  continued  cooperation 
PLEASE  DRIVE  SAFELY.

REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD  FOR  1962 


The  Planning  Board  held  six  meetings  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  six  members.  Meetings  were  held  with  Selectmen, 
Fire  Department  and  Finance  Committee. 

On  April  7th,  the  Selectmen  called  our  attention  to  several 
motions  acted  upon  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  which  they 
thought  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Under  Article  31,  $250  was  raised  and  appropriated  for  re- 
mapping the  Town  to  show  new  road  relocations,  approximate 
house  positions,  potential  development  areas,  and  that  this  map  be 
enlarged  to  a  size  of  at  least  36"  by  44"  and  any  unused  portion  of 
this  money  be  used  to  make  accurate  records  of  Real  Estate 
transfers  within  the  Town. 

This  article  was  discussed  at  length  with  the  following  results : 
that  the  money  raised  and  appropriated  was  not  sufficient  to  do 
the  job  required. 

Under  Article  37,  it  was  moved  by  Joseph  Iriana  to  have  a 
report  in  the  near  future  on  findings  of  the  Planning  Board  relating 
to  another  Town  Well. 

In  so  far  as  the  Planning  Board  has  any  jurisdiction  to  make 
any  recommendations  relating  to  another  Well,  the  Board  recom- 
mends that  there  be  no  other  Well.

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estim.ated  to  be 
received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with 
other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  re\  enue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

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REPORT  OF   SUPERINTENDENT  OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dunbarton  — 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  relating  to  the 
Center  School.  In  September  1962  the  Dunbarton  Center  School 
opened  with  an  enrollment  of  87  in  eight  grades,  as  follows: 

1     —    22 

2—9 
3  —  12 
4—9 

Mr.  Karl  Hislop,  our  new  Principal,  is  teaching  grades  6, 
7  and  8  with  29  students. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Jeannotte,  a  new  teacher  for  grades  3,  4,  and 
5  has  27  students  in  the  three  grades. 

Mrs.  Julia  Anderson  teaching  grades  1  and  2  has  an  en- 
rollment of  31  pupils. 

The  problem  of  overcrowding  and  an  unreasonable  teaching 
load  will  occur  in  September  1964  if  the  anticipated  enrollment  of 
20  first  grade  pupils  report  to  school.  It  would  then  be  educationally 
unsound  to  continue  a  full  combination  of  grades  1  and  2  as  there 
would  be  in  excess  of  40  pupils  in  the  combined  grades. 

With  an  anticipated  total  enrollment  of  more  than  one  hun- 
dred it  would  appear  that  some  provision  will  have  to  be  made 
beyond  the  three  teachers  who  comprise  tlie  staff. 

The  possible  solutions  would  include: 

1.  tuition  some  students  to  a  nearby  school. 

2.  provide  a  temporary  facility  for  a  combination  of  grades 
with  an  additional  teacher. 

3.  Undertake  a  building  program  which  would  in  all  proba- 
bility demand  an  additional  teacher. 
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The  necessity  for  a  carefully  considered  solution  to  the  prob- 
lem is  imperative  particularly  in  light  of  the  fact  that  one  solution, 
a  building  program,  could  affect  the  school  policy  of  Dunbarton 
for  a  generation  or  two. 

To  maintain  a  good  staff  with  a  low  annual  turnover  of 
personnel,  is  an  assurance  of  continuity  of  a  sound  educational 
program  and  a  minimum  of  interruption  of  a  coordinated  educa- 
tional effort  over  the  period  of  the  pupils  enrollment  in  the 
Dunbarton  school  system. 

The  Dunbarton  School  Board  is  endeavoring  to  maintain 
satisfactory  facilities,  adequate  teaching  materials  and  improved 
salaries  to  attract  and  retain  capable  and  dedicated  teachers. 

This  year  our  teachers  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Hislop, 
Principal,  have  instilled  in  our  boys  and  girls  an  eagerness  to 
learn,  given  good  direction  to  the  learning  and  developed  an  ex- 
cellent community-school  relationship. 

The  youth  of  our  Community  will  be  best  served  educationally 
when  all  of  the  forces  for  good  in  the  community  are  united  to 
jointly  give  direction  and  lend  encouragement. 

I  trust  that  our  joint  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  educational 
welfare  of  the  youth  of  Dunbarton  will  continue  and  that  there 
will  be  an  unceasing  evaluation  and  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  education.  Our  boys  and  girls  are  the  future  strength  not  only 
of  Dunbarton  but  of  America.  Each  must  have  an  opportunity  to 
receive  an  education  suited  to  his  needs,  aspirations  and  abilities 
that  he  may  best  develop  his  potential  to  serve  his  own  interests 
and  simultaneously  strengthen  our  nation. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  many 
courtesies  and  excellent  cooperation  extended  to  me  by  each  mem- 
ber of  the  school  board,  the  teachers,  the  pupils  and  the  citizens 
of  Dunbarton.
